Tbe resalts of our experiments we will 
give our readers, First, then, Gov. 
Muégrave bas been ordered to get Con- 
federation, A proper order, indeed, 
We wdmite the Imperial Government 
for once at least. The Governor wants 
Confederation, tco.; for be will doubtless 
be raised one step up above plebeianism 
towards nobility. The Executive’ off- 
cials will. do as he bids them, for fear of 
losing their billets, and to insure their 
peosious, The people, too,- want Con- 
federation; because they think it will 
make times better, and bring self- 
government. The Inperial Govern- 
meut wante Confederation, in order 
to ease the Imperial Exchequer by 
casting the defeice of the country 
on the people of the Dominion. Canada 
wants British Columbia, in order to 
complete her territory and. get a water- 
lot on the Pacific. Everybody. and all 
parties concerned are bappily in favor of 
the same thing. Now the question is 
the way todo it with the least friction 
to the machinery." Gov. Musgrave and his 
Executive don’t seem very desirous, how- 
ever, to. avoid friction, for they op- 
pose Self-Government till after Confed- 
eration shall have taken place. The 
Colonist, too, since we exposed its short- 
comings the other day, still echoes the 
official .dictum—Confederation without 
Responsible Government, if the local 
government will not concede what the 
people want when the Council shall bave 
met. Now in fathoming the eecret of the 
opposition of the Governnient to Res- 
ponsible Government, we find it to mean 
this: “That there is a doubt whether 
the terms will be swallowed by ‘the Can- 
adian Parlisment. Jf it should bappen 
that the constitution of this Colony 
should be changed at its next session so 
8 to make the Council entirely elective, 
and its members more numerous, and if 
the Confederation Terms were defeated 


in the Canadian Parliatent, then the 
present Exeeutive Cooncil would be un- 
able to set in the Legislative Council 
unlesa they were elécted, Consequently 
there would. be no connecting link be- 
tween the Governor and the Council an- 
less the present Executive Councillors 
were pensioned off by the Colony and 
heads of departmeuts taken from the 
elective members.

The Late Elections. 


That the reaction against the present Gov- 
ernment, has set in is shown by the results of 
soaie of the recent elections to fill vacancies 
in the House of Commons. At Restigouche, 
in New Brunswick, aud a Bellechasse and 
Richelieu io Quebec, opponents of the admin- 
istration have taken the places of their sup- 
porters. The gain to the Opposition is tlere- 
fore six votes on a division, 

In New Bruuswick the Hiucks’ tariff was 
especially odious and distasteful. Wien de- 
fending it on the give-aud-take principle, as 
affectirg the three Provinces of Ontario, Que- 
bec and Nova scotia, Sir George E. Cartier 
could only admivister to New Brunswick the 
feeling consolation that she would ‘‘share in 
the general prosperity.’’ New Brunswick 
had no coal to sell at a price enhanced by 2 
half dollar duty on the American article, and 
wanted its breadstuffé free of the impost 
which was, according to the Government 
plea, te rejoice the hearts of the farmers of 
Votario. The ministers were warned of the 
ill feeling their reckless conduct would excite 
in the Province, but heeded no counsel, and 
now are receiving the reward of their folly. 

We have before remarked that predictions 
as to what may be the relative strength of 
parties when the House meets are needless. 
But we cannot help noting the signs of the 
times aid the growing spirit of independence 
rising up against men who have too long 
treated the offices of Government as though 
they were a freehold of which nothing could 
dispossess them. “They may soon bave a 
rude shaking up, and that too—if these re- 
cent elections mean anything—from quarters 
whence danger was least expected. —7oronto 
Globe, Nov. 29th.

A 
village bad veen attacked, but defended it- 
self, and the insurgents fled to the mountains, 
where a part of them still remain, and a part 
of them have returoed to their labor.

The distance, time and 
money required, are given as follows: San 
Franvisco to Yokohama, 4,714 miles, in 
twenty-one days; Yokahama to Hongkong, 
1,670 miles, in six days; Hongkong to Cual- 
cutta, 3,500 miles, in fourteen days ; Calcutta 
to Bombay, 1,220 miles, by Northern India 
railway via Allabaoad and Jubbalpore, in 
two days.

‘Ibe 
road follows the valley of the river Gange:
